“ ROAD” RULES—The need for greater safety on U.S. water­ 
ways has led to the introduction in the House of Representatives of 
three identical bills. Boating experts have warned for years that 
stiffer regulations would be enacted if skippers failed to obey the 
simple rules of water “ roads.”

Shortly after Congress adjourns, adding ma­ 
chines will clatter to work on the net. effect 
of the b udget outcry that made the welkin ring 
in Washington last spring. 
Depending on whose figures are used, b e­ 
cause no one set of figures reveals everything 
db out federal b udget complexities, a net saving 
of somewhere b etween three and five b illion 
dollars will b e apparent. 
This will represent the visib le scar left b y 
the great b udget - cutting movement that got 
under way last spring. At one time, the cutters 
were talking ab out taking off as much as 10 
b illion dollars from the White House total of 
$81,700,000,000. That would have b een a major 
operation. The cut actually made was a minoi 
operation. 
There is supposed to b e a political mystery 
ab out the reason there was any operation at 
all. The first reaction from President Eisen­ 
hower’s b udget message of Jan. 16 was mild. 
Repub licans pointed with pride to the surplus 
over anticipated income over anticipated spend­ 
ing. Democrats made routine ob jections to its 
size. But there was no popular outcry. 
The outcry did not b ecome vociferous until 
March. When it finally gained momentum, it 
threatened for a time to b e unstoppab le. Why 
did it happen when it did? 
The reason was the fact that millions of tax­ 
payers were working on their 1956 tax returns 
during March and the first half of April. They 
were made aware of the hopelessness of a situa­ 
tion in which taxpayers must underwrite ever- 
increasing government costs, with no prospect 
of relief, b arring a popular uprising against 
spending. 
It will happen again next spring; the outcry 
will b e louder in 1958 than it was in 1957. 
It will happen in 1959, and it will happen in 
1960. Unless taxpayers have estab lished control 
over federal spending b y 1960, the next na­ 
tional election will b e decided on the spending 
issue. 


Exile fo r Dro n e s 
The Soviet Union has come up with a good 
idea for a change, though we shudder at some 
of the things that could b e done with it. Every 
household of 10 persons cr more, every neigh­ 
b orhood, every city, every district and every 
Soviet repub lic soon will have authority to send 
drones into exile b y majority vote. 
A drone would b e any person refusing to con­ 
trib ute according to his ab ility to the sum total 
of worthwhile effort — the most attractive 
point in classical socialist theory. Authority to 
send into exile, presumab ly to Sib eria, would 
b e limited to vagrants and ne'er-do-wells. Crim­ 
inals would b e handled in courts 
But in addition to laws to punish criminals, 
there would b e a social law to deal with ordi­ 
nary vagrncy. Free riders would b e pitched 
off the gravy train, unless they ware willing to 
roll up their sleeves and go to work. 
Our own Pilgrim fathers felt this way ab out 
parasites. The principle is still written into 
our unemployment compensation laws, which 
specify that b eneficiaries must b e willing to 
work if offered a job . There is no handy 
Sib eria to send vagrants and loafers to b y ma­ 
jority vote in the United States, b ut they b elong 
in exile, b y common consent.

it the name of undulant fever. 
However, the diease often does 
not show typical symptomms and 
can b e confused with other condi­ 
tions. It is sometimes responsib le 
for b ackaches and other sigrte of 
muscular or joint rheumatism. 
Several years ago one of the 
leading research workers on this 
disease contracted it b ut was con­ 
sidered to b e suffering from some 
ob scure nervous ailment for many 
years b efore the true cause was 
identified. 
As a general rule, b rucellosis 
is a chronic and long-lasting con­ 
dition. It is difficult to diagnose 
b ecause there is no single test 
which identifies it with certainty 
except a Wood test which some­ 
times fails to reveal it even when 
present). 
It is also difficult to treat b e­ 
cause it calls not only for control 
of the infection, b ut aiimanaUon of 
the germ from the b ody. Prob ab ly 
the 
most 
promising 
treatment 
consists in administering mixtures 
of various sulfa drugs and antib io 
ticcs. 
Epidemics have b een reported 
from germ-infected milk. In fact, 
the disease is usually contracted 
b y drinking infected milk or com- 


tact with infected meats should 
do much to cut down the danger 
of contracting b rucellosis.
